Object of the World Alliance 


“Inasmuch as the work of conciliation and 
the promotion of amity is essentially a Christian 
task, it is expedient that the churches in all 
lands should use their influence with the peo- 
ples, parliaments and governments of the world 
to bring about good and friendly relations 
between the nations, so that, along the path of 
peaceful civilization, they may reach that uni- 
versal goodwill which Christianity has taught 


mankind to aspire after. 


“Inasmuch as all sections of the Church of 
Christ are equally concerned in the mainten- 
ance of peace and the promotion of good feel- 
ing among all races of the world, it is advisable 
for them to act in concert in their efforts to 


carry the foregoing resolution into effect.” 


Organization 


The World Alliance was established by 
the Conference held August 25, 1914, in 
Constance and London. 


Ten National Councils have been estab- 
lished, one each in Great Britain, France,, 
Germany, Denmark, Holland, Italy, Nor-. 
way, Sweden, Switzerland and the United 
States. 


The British National Council has pushed 
its work with great vigor. It has secured 
individual supporting members to the num- 
ber as last reported of more than 5,000. 


The American National Council held its 
first Conference at Garden City, N. Y.,, 
April 25, 1916. It is composed of 260 of 
the leading Christian citizens of the United 
States who come from forty-one different 
communions, whose combined church mem- 
bership exceeds 23,000,000. The American 
Council in dealing with the constituent 
bodies of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, works in 
co-operation with its Commission on Peace 
and arbitration. This world-movement is 
entirely free from questions concerning 
church organization and doctrine. All 
Christians may and should unite in estab- 
lishing a Christian world-order. 


The American Council and the Commis- 
sion on Peace and Arbitration of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches invite every local 
congregation to establish its own Peace 
Makers Committee to co-operate with them 
in Christianizing America’s international re- 
lations and in helping them to establish a 
Christian world-order. 


The Purpose and Work of the Peace 
Makers Committee is to connect the local 
congregation with the World-Movement of 
the Churches and to promote study in the 
local community of the principles of Chris- 
tian Internationalism, to develop the intel- 
ligent convictions of church members in 
regard to their international responsibilities 
and duties, and to render possible the col- 
lective action of Christian citizens in mak- 
ing America’s international relations Chris- 
tian. 


Every Communion in the United States 
is invited to establish a Peace Makers 
Commission while State and City Federa- 
tions of Churches are also invited to es- 
tablish suitable committees which may be 
called Peace Makers Federations and 
Leagues. The special work of these gen- 
eral committees is to further the estab- 
lishment of Peace Makers Committees by 
their local congregations and to promote 
a nation-wide campaign of education in 
Christian Internationalism. 


A Manual of Suggestions for Peace 
Makers Committees describes in detail the 
available literature and the methods of 
work which such committees may under- 
take. 


Every Peace Makers Committee should 
enroll promptly at the National Office in 
order to render its best service both locally 
and nationally.
